S e v e ra l S e n a to rs E x p re s s tlie ir V iew s on 
th e S u b je c t. 
B o sto n , December 29th.—At the Boston 
M erchants’ Association banqnet to-night, 
a letter of regret from John Sherm an was 
read, 
it contained several suggestions 
upon the national banking system, and 
stated that a remedy had been recommend­ 
ed by both Messrs. Knox and Cannon, and 
was substantially indorsed by the present 
Comptroller, but Congress has neglected it. 
Senator Morgan, of Alabama, delivered 
an eloquent address upon the subject: 
“ Shall we continue the National Bank 
system or repeal it ?” 
H e said; “ O urduty 
atipears clear to preserve our banking sys­ 
tem. W hether the proportion of paper 
money to be issued through them is to he 
greater or less than now should be left to 
the test of experience.” 
Senator Hale, of Maine, dwelt briefly 
upon national security and defenses, and 
claimed that our seaports arc to-day as 
defenseless as when the plunderers of the 
sixteenth century were let loose upon its 
shores. 
Senator Jam es 13. Eustis, of Louisiana, 
was greeted with cheers. H e said : 
“ The 
trouble of the situation is that the power 
of taxation has 
been used to p'rotect 
private interests. 
I understand 
your 
sensitiveness. 
You have gained great 
wealth, and the system by which you have 
gained it m ust have been artificial, other­ 
wise taxation m ust continue. 
I am in 
favor of a revision of the tariff, and be­ 
lieve you are m aking a m istake in opposing 
it.” 


H L A S T F D L IV E S. 


S e n sa tio n a l E n d in g o f th e L iv es o f T w o 
Y o u n g G irls. 


B o s t o n , December 29tli.—The details of 
a sensational tragedy, resulting in the 
death of two young women, who will be 
buried in M ount Hope Cemetery to-mor­ 
row, are printed this m orning. The m at­ 
ter, although known to the authorities for 
some time, has been guarded and not a 
breath of the affair was before made public 
Sadie Bigelow and Lizzie H art, aged re­ 
spectively 18 and 19 years, came to Boston 
two or three years ago and secured employ­ 
ment in a large dry goods house here. Sa 
die fell in love with a espectable business 
man ot this city, and they were married. 
Soon after, however, they separated, owing, 
it is said, to the husband's abuse. The 
two girls went to New Y'ork, and were em- 
{ 
iloyed there for a time in a large retail 
íoüse, but returned to Boston, where they 
formed the acquaintance of tw oyoungm en. 
On Christmas night the four were together 
at a house on Bowdoin street, and drank 
wine 
there. 
Before 
separating 
they 
had 
a 
serious 
dispnte. 
Thp 
men, 
however, put the girls aboard a ear 
en route to their South End lodgings. 
The girls were in an excited state when 
they hoarded Ihe car, and at once discussed 
with each other the plans for taking their 
own lives. 
Leaving the car, they obtained 
two boxes of “ Rough on Rats ” at an 
apothecary store and hurried 
to their 
rooms, m ixed the poison in their tooth­ 
brush mugs and swallowed it. Sadie took 
an overdose, and did not feel its effects as 
soon as did Lizzie, who sank into a deep 
stupor. Sadie, realizing w hat had been 
done, rushed into the street and hurried 
hack to the Bowdoin-street House, where 
the young men still were. Finding them, 
she implored them to hurry to the South 
End House and save Lizzie. 
By this tim e 
the poison was taking effect upon Sadie, 
and, throwing herself upon a bed, she 
writhed in agony. 
Medical aid was sum ­ 
moned, but, after suffering six hours, she 
died. The young men finally decided to go 
to Lizzie’s house and break the news to her. 
They called there, and upon reaching Liz­ 
zie’s room she was found lying dead upon 
the bed. 


G O O D W O R K .

L eavenworth! (Kas.). December 29th.— 
It was learned at a late hour last night that 
Detective I’inkerton came to this city in 
response to a sum m ons from Mrs. Witrock, 
" Jim Cummings’ ” m other, who informed 
him (Pinkerton) that she had im portant 
information for him . W hen Pinkerton ar­ 
rived at Mrs. W itrock’s house he was 
handed an express package containing 
$22,(XK) in currency which W itrock had 
sent to his family after the robbery, send­ 
ing word by the messenger who brought 
the money that he had won it by gambling 
and speculating. H e directed his family to 
keep the money secreted for him. as he had 
shot a m an in Chicago, and told them that 
it would he attached for damages, and that 
he was obliged to leave Chicago on account 
of this shooting. The money had not been 
disturbed ami was in the original wrappers. 
Pinkerton will probably remain here dur­ 
ing to-morrow. It is supposed that W it­ 
rock, during one of his visits to this city, 
hid large sums of the money stolen ami 
that he will now turn it over to the de­ 
tectives. There has already been received 
of the stolen money about $45,000. 


THE RORREES STILL “ DIGGING CP.” 


K a n sa s C ity , December 29ih—p. m.— 
Robert I’inkerton is still in the city to­ 
night. 
H e is engaged in recovering more 
of the stolen money. It has been found 
that a considerable am ount was distributed 
here among Cook's friends, in sum s rang­ 
ing from $300 to $1,000. There has now 
been recovered in all about $40,000 of the 
$60.000 whicli was stolen. Of this amount 
$22,000 was obtained at Leavenworth last 
night. 
RILLS IN BEEF. DOTTLES. 
K ansas City, December 29:h. — The 
I’inkerton party did not leave to-day for St. 
Louis, as was given out, bnt all remained 
here, and in addition thereto a detective 
arrived from St. Louis to-day, bringing 
Oscar Cook. 
W ittock, accompanied by his 
m other and Cook, was taken to the Adams 
Express office, where a consultation was 
held. As a result of their day's work the 
detectives have secured probably about 
$10,000. 
A lot of bank notes were found 
concealed in beer bottles under the house 
of John Cox, in East Bottoms, where Cook 
boarded and W itrock stayed while here. 
A nother portion was found under a house 
opposite that of Cook’s father and Jack 
Cook, Oscar’s brother, gave up a thousand 
dollars that he had. Tne detectives think 
that a dozen acquaintances ot Cook and 
W itrock received some of the money, some 
knowing and others ignorant of the source 
of their wealth. 
It is said th at over a 
dozen Pinkerton men are here working up 
the m atter, and there are rum ors of some 
further arrests to be made. 


W H A T P IN K E R T O N SA Y S . 


K a n sa s C ity, December 29th.—A n inter­ 


view with Robert Pinkerton was secured 
late to-niglit. 
He stated that all the accom­ 
plices in the robbery had been captured. 
Five men are 
under arrest, and Mrs. 
Haigh*. Being asked if Forthingliam was 
guilty, he replied : “ I am not ready to say. 
I prepared the evidence for the Grand Jury, 
and he was indicted. Draw vonr own con­ 
clusion.” There are a large num ber of 
accessories after the fact, he said, scattered 
over the country, and he would use his 
judgment as to m aking further arrests. 
Pinkerton's men were scouring the city all 
night, but the fruits of their labors are not 
made known.

R e a d in g (Pa.), December 29th.—F rank­ 
lin R. Goodhart, a well-known sporting 
man, died last evening, aged 60. Two 
weeks ago he was so badly scared in a 
saloon by practical jokers that he became 
violently insane. 
Knowing that Good­ 
hart, whose inind previously had been 
strong, was easily frightened, several ac­ 
quaintances executed a mock m urder be­ 
fore bis eyes, and he fled in terror from 
the place. From that tim e on he was a 
hopeless lunatic, and died from nervous 
prostration caused by fright. Goodhart 
was a notorious gambler, and lost two for­ 
tunes in liis time. 
In 1849 he went to Cal­ 
ifornia. and one year later eaine back with

close had accumulated a fortune. In recent 
years, being partially paralyzed, he con­ 
fined his operations to country fairs, using 
dice on green countrym en.

IT L O O K S L IK E W A R . 


R u ssia C u ttin g O u t th e W o rk fo r th e 
S p rin g C a m p a ig n . 
V ienna, December 29th.—The 
Vienna 
Prense is becoming convinced that Russia is 
determined Upon war. Reports of increased 
Russian arm am ent are continually coming 
to hand from various sources. The latest 
intelligence of this kind is to the effect that 
300.000 Russian troops have been ordered 
to Massinkoff, and that the occupants of 
10.000 houses have received official notifi­ 
cation that the soldiers will soon he billeted 
in them. 
The A'cu Fríe Prense plainly hints that 
the best thing A ustria can do is to subm it 
to Russian wishes in order to avoid a con­ 
flict. 
The TatjblaU and other papers bitterly 
deplore the fact that A ustria is compelled 
to abandon her Balkan program m e because 
she has been left in the lurch by l’rince 
Bismarck, who has been at peace with 
Russia.

Tin* C a th o lic C h u rc h R e J n c in g th e 
K n ig h ts o f L a b o r R a n k s . 
N ew Y 'o rk . December 29tb.—A special 
from M ontreal says : OwiDg to the opposi­ 
tion of the Rom an Catholic Church, and 
the refusal of the clergy to admit the mem­ 
bers of the K nights of Labor to the rites of 
the Church, including the Christmas re­ 
treats and the communion, the m em ber­ 
ship of m any of the French lodges in this 
diocese has fallen off’. 
It is slated the cure 
of one of the city parishes refused the 
Christmas comm union to over 1,000 of his 
parishioners who were members of the 
organization. The m ajority of them , con­ 
sequently, severed their connection with 
the Order and were adm itted to the sacred 
rite. The officials of the Order in Montreal 
recognize the fact that this continued oppo­ 
sition of the Church, and consequent de­ 
fection of members, m ust shortly lead to a 
dissolution of French lodges.

and some fired, men have been assaulted : 
«id killed, and masked mobs have com-; 
mitted outrages, in order that a few men 
may' endeavor to dictate to a few others 
how they shall conduct their own business. 
The discovery in the cable channels of the 
roads on Tuesday, of vigorit powder suf­ 
ficient to blow up a block of buildings and 
decimate an army, testifies to the desperate 
resolves of the strikers. By mere accident 
the discovery of the diabolical attempt 
was made. The fuse was laid, the caps set, 
and but for the wearing away of the fuse 
by the cable, we should have had a record 
now of one of the most monstrous of 
crimes. 
A general tie-up of the roads in San 
Francisco is threatened, and if it is at­ 
tempted all the probabilities are that the 
public will be the chief sufferers. The de­ 
termination of the several directories, as 
we glean the facts from San Francisco con­ 
temporaries, is to stand out against the 
strikers, and if they force men on lines 
where they are contented to leave their 
employment, the companies will simply 
cease business—they can wait if the pub­ 
lic can. If the “ general tie-up” is or­ 
dered, it is to be hoped that the test will 
be determined once for all whether there 
is power and vigor enough in the local and 
State Governments to guarantee to citi­ 
zens the exercise of natural rights. To 
that end there should be no yielding on 
the part of the roads under threat. Let 
the strike cease, and any consideration of 
possible rearrangement of salaries be de­ 
pendent wholly upon its complete and 
utter cessation.

THE CO-OPERATIVE IDEA. 
The Oregonian approves Senator Stan­ 
ford’s plan to encourage co-operation 
among working people, and points out that 
the soundness of the principle-—which 
some have deemed fanciful—has been se­ 
verely tested in England, and has endured 
the trial. As a notable instance, it points 
to the success of the Rochdale flannel 
weavers in their co-operative effort to 
evade the credit system and to supply 
themselves with necessities without the 
mediation of the credit giver. From a 
co-operative beginning of $140 they have 
advanced to a capital of $600,000, to stores 
and manufactories, mills, lands, libraries, 
public baths, etc., while every buyer of the 
company has received his equitable share 
of the percentage on the price of every ar­ 
ticle bought. Co-operative associations 
found an advocate in no less an economist 
that John Stuart Mill, who, iu referring 
to their success and industrial partnerships 
of the Briggs-Lcclaire type, says: 
The very process of their success are a course 
of education iu those moral and active qualities 
by which alouc success can be either preserved 
or attained. As associatious multiplied thev 
would tend more and more to absorb all work 
p:opie, except those who have too little under­ 
standing or too little virtue to be capable of 
learning to act on any other system than ttiat 
of narrow selfishness. As thischangeproceeded, 
owners of capital would gradually find it to 
their advantage, instead of maintaining tlu* 
struggle of the old system with work people of 
only the worst description, to lend their capital 
to the associations, to do this at a diminishing 
rate of interest, und at last, perhaps, even to 
exchange their capital fortermmablc annuities. 
Dr. Perry, of Williams College, is 
among the more recent writers upon politi- 
cxl economy. In his work, the reformed 
edition of which appeared in 1883, he dis­ 
cusses the co-operation principle, and there 
are but two substantial objections lie is 
able, after a labored argument, to raise to 
it: that superintendence or management 
of the business is a rare faculty, that exe­ 
cutive ability will not come upon call; 
secondly, that while co operation is com­ 
mendable in countries where laborers have 
been under traditional disabilities, it is 
not necessary in this republic where there 
is nothing to hinder any laborer from 
becoming a capitalist, and where two or 
more workmen may organize a “ firm ” to 
carry on business, and where the shares of 
most joint-stock companies are open to 
everybody who has the means to buy them. 
But Dr. Perry is clearly at fault in these 
objections. Partnerships are subject to 
dissolution by the whim or upon the death 
of either party, when an accounting must 
be had, in which the business takes pun­ 
ishment. He holds that so long as capital 
and labor rest solely on their natural 
rights, neither can have the advantage of 
the other,and just as each recognizes their 
identity of economic interest, and reci­ 
procity of obligation and effort, the pros­ 
perity of each will build up the other. 
But, as Dr. Perry is driven to admit, when 
advantage is given to capital the equable 
relation of interest Is disturbed. Now cor­ 
porations are advantages given by the law 
to enterprises capitalized by monev. As 
labor is an original element in production, 
why should not this producing factor be 
encouraged to avail of legal advantages to 
conduct enterprises capitalized by skill 
and energy? Even under Dr. Perry’s 
theory there can be no reasonable objec­ 
tion to encouraging saving by laboring 
people according to the methods of co­ 
operation. For while it is true that there 
is nothing to hinder any laborer from be­ 
coming a capitalist, there can be no reason­ 
able objection to stimulating labor to 
grouped capitalization. 
I erry has arrayed all the opposition that 
can be marshaled, and, as will be seen, it is 
without strength and depends wholly 
upon theory of our system of free govern­ 
ment, that the laborer may save and be­ 
come an employer; but in practice only the 
very, very few do. Now the proposition is 
simply to encourage workingmen ami 
women to do that bv mutual and reci­ 
procal cflort which each has the privilege 
of doing individually if possessing the in­ 
dividual strength. As to the objection that 
executive ability, capacity to superintend, 
does not come at call, the fact is that 
methodized industry develops supervisory- 
capacity, and the very best superintend­ 
ence known in this country has been de­ 
veloped out of the experience of labor.

SAN FRANCISCO STRIKERS RESORT 
TO DYNAMITE. 


T he defense in the Gardiner murder 
case at San Francisco is insanity, superin­ 
duced by too much absinthe and whisky, 
by dyspeptic and neuralgic complaints, 
and by an accident to the head of the de­ 
fendant shortly before the killing of Guin­ 
den. No man will ask for the conviction 
of an insane person charged with homi­ 
cide. The inability to conceive the crime* 
because of dethroned reason, is a sufficient 
defense. But it is remarkable that so 
many of these pleas should involve the 
fact that the defendant is addicted to the 
use of alcoholic stimulants. We have no 
disposition to prejudge Gardiner's case, 
hut it is a matter for discussion at any 
time as to whether the plea of drunken­ 
ness shall continue to shield men from the 
consequences ol lucir acts. The argument 
of counsel hinges the insanity of the de­ 
fendant upon his addiction to whisky and 
absinthe, as strongly as upon the injury to 
his head, his dyspepsia and his'mental un­ 
balance by reason of the strain of over­ 
work. There mast be an end some time 
to the interposition of liquor as the savior 
of men who commit crime. The new code 
that is certain to be set np will warn men 
in advance that if they promote and aug­ 
ment physical ailment by the use of in­ 
toxicating liquors, they must take the 
consequences of their acts committed while 
in a semi-insane condition. The plea of 
incapacity to intend wrong becanse the 
reason is clouded by the fumes of whisky, 
is set up nowadays in seven out of ten of 
the cases in which liquor-inflamed men 
take the lives or property of their fellow- 
men, or commit outrages upon the public 
peace. Society is sorely tiring of this sort 
ol thing, and is justified in inaugurating a 
legal revolution of its merciful provisions 
under which whisky carries off so many of 
its devotees scot free from deserved pun­ 
ishment for crime. 
The New York Tribune joins the few 
journals in the land which condemn the 
newspaper policy that gives the public such 
reports as those of the Lord Colin Camp­ 
bell scandal. The New York Mail and 
Express also gives in adhesion to the cru­ 
sade against this prostitution of the func­ 
tions of the press to a nefarious business 
for the sake of coin. The Tribune goes so 
far as to say : “ In view of the phenomenal 
indecency and obscenity of recent trials in 
England, notably the Dilke and Campbell 
trials, it becomes an open question whether 
it is not the duty of the Courts to impose 
restrictions upon the publication of evi­ 
dence. It is certainly a grave public mis­ 
fortune to have foul details spread before 
thousands of eyes and discussed in virtuous 
households. The Courts need not be in­ 
fluenced alone by the demoralizing effects 
of such publications upon the public in 
general. They may be justified in acting 
for the protection of witnesses and the 
promotion of the ends of justice.” This 
is a suggestion we deem important and 
worthy full debate. The freedom of the 
press should not become license to sow 
seeds that will produce to society full crops 
of infamy, social disgrace, debased beings, 
and corrupted tastes and all their attend­ 
ant evils. It certainly is an open question 
whether legal restrain should not be 
invoked in this matter. 


It has developed that the street-car 
strikers in San Fran isco have no sufficient 
grievance. They were, as unskilled labor 
goes, not under paiiL Other men who 
have become as skilled in handling the 
cars are readily found anxious to work for 
the wage paid them. On one of the roads 
no dividends have been paid for six years, 
and the capital invested han thus earned 
nothing since January, 1880. On the 
other, it has earned in spasuiodiedividends 
about 5 per cent. It is the testimony of 
the officers of the roads that the companies ! 
cannot pay more than they now do to their 
employes, and it is the testimony of several 
of the workmen that the wages are rea­ 
sonable and the demands of the strikers 


T he Chicago Herald expresses the opin­ 
ion that it is only the communistic branch 
of the Knights of Labor that objects to 
Mr. Powderly’s order forbidding contribu­ 
tions to the Anarchist defense fund. This 
is unquestionably true. No law-abiding 
order, loving man, has a particle of sym­ 
pathy with the I lay market dynamite 
assassins. I’owderly could no more afford 
to countenance the “barbarity of an­ 
archy ” than he could afford to bead a re­ 
volt against orderly government, industry 
and decency. The signs are that the 
Knights of Labor are disintegrating, and 
it is due quite as much to the Anarchist 
few within the order as to the utiwieldi- 
ness of the organization. However men 
may differ with Powderly on other matters 
and policies, he deserves the approval of 
decent people for his courage in denounc­ 
ing the methods of the dynamiters. 
T he dispatches indicate that Lord Salis­ 
bury’s negotiation with Lord Hartington 
have failed. The news testifies to an 
undercurrent in all the matter that means 
the retiraey of the present Ministers.

The “ Citrus Fair ” edition of the Sacra- 


jie x t o B k c o b d -H s io n is a magnificent 
newspaper, its twelve large i«ges being 
literally crammed with matters of interest 
to Eastern people as well as those of the 
Pacific coast.

DYNAMITE FIENDS. 
Evident A ttem pt to AY reek Cars uvd Kill 
i'assengers. 
S a n F ra n cisco, December 29th.—The 
carmen's strike in this city has reached a 
point that borders on the fiendish order. It 
is now evident that attempts have been 
made to blow to pieces the cars of the Sut- 
ter-street Railroad by means of dynamite, 
which means the possible killing of inno­ 
cent persons riding thereon. It was learned 
to-day that on Monday last, early in the 
morning, soon after the performance of the 
masked men on the two roads, police offi­ 
cer J. Ii. Flynn picked up on Octavia 
street, fifty feet south of Sutter street, a car­ 
tridge or “stick” of dynamite, similar to 
those found yesterday. It was lying in the 
gutter. There was no fuse attached to it, 
only in one end a cap had been half in­ 
serted and tied in place by black thread. 
From the manner the caps and cartridges 
were fixed, it is supposed the contrivance 
was intended to be laid on the rail and ex­ 
ploded by a car passing over it. The police­ 
man was' looking for any weapon that the 
masked strikers might chanced to have 
dropped, when he came upon the deadly 
affair. 
A RIOTER REARRESTED. 
San Francisco, December 29th.—^fiprge 
W. Kelly, one of the street-car sfriJars, 
who was arrested during the trouble on 
Monday on a charge of riot, was released 
on $2,000 bonds. A bench warrant was is­ 
sued for his arrest this afternoon on a rep­ 
resentation being made to the Judge that 
the bonds were insufficient, and he was re­ 
arrested this evening. 
STRIKERS HOLDING SECRET MEETINGS. 
The striking carmen held two secret ses­ 
sions this morning, one being held by the 
general body, and the other by the Execu­ 
tive Committee. No information could be 
obtained by the press regarding what was 
done.

A General Rain. 
The present rain-storm, which com­ 
menced in Sacramento about 6 p. m. Tues­ 
day, has been general throughout the 
State, and has bee-' of such gentle character 
that great good h;:i been accomplished by 
it. In fact it was greatly needed, to insure 
good crops for next season ; and now that 
it has come, the farmers will doubtless feel 
jubilant, and enter upon the ne,w year with 
high hopes of prosperous times. Dispatches 
show that the storm extends from Portland 
to San Diego, and the weather indications 
are favorable for its continuance to-day at 
least.

THE HOLY LAM*. 
A Trip to Palestine, Tlirongh Jerusalem, 
Bethlehem and Hebron. 
Rev. A. C. Herrick, pastor of Calvary 
Baptist Church, I street, between Twelfth 
and Thirteenth, has been delivering a series 
of lectures describing what be saw in his 
last two journeys to the Holy Land. His 
lectures are illustrated by sciopticon views, 
negatives taken by an American artist dur­ 
ing the past year, which show in an ad­ 
mirable and most interesting manner the 
cities, towns, valleys, churches, temples 
and ancient ruins as they exist to-day. The 
lectures are simply descriptions of the 
views, with the history ot the people, past 
and present; sketches of past and present 
historical facts, and illustrations from the 
Old and New Testaments. 
The church was well filled last evening, 
notwithstanding the muddy condition of 
the streets. The subject of the lecture was: 
‘‘Jerusalem. Bethlehem and Hebron." 
The lecturer commenced bv saying that the 
Holy Land was some 10.000 miles distant 
from California, from which it is not un 
like in many particulars. He had a desire 
when a mere youth to 
VISIT THE LAND OF ABBAHAM 
And David and Solomon—the cities in 
which the Apostles preached, the place in 
which our Savior was born. During the 
evening he would take his audience with 
him from America to Palestine, and show 
by the aid of his sciopticon the objects of 
interest in the Holy Land as they exist to­ 
day. Before leaving that land which we 
love above all others, he said he wished to 
show them a few views of our pride at 
home. The first,the star-spangled banner— 
the emblem of the freest and best nation of 
the earth, a sight that thrills every Amer­ 
ican heart at home and 
FILLS ONE WITH INSPIRATION 
When viewed in foreign ports. "The God­ 
dess of Liberty.” “ The American Eagle 
and Shield." “ Bartholdi’s Statue of Lib­ 
erty Enlightening the World,” the grandest 
piece of statuary of either ancient or modern 
times. Over threehundred feet in bight, the 
torch of liberty can be seen for a distance 
of thirty miles at sea. The next was a 
splendid view of Jerusalem from the Mount 
of Olives. The view was an elegant one, 
showing all the principal mosques, tem­ 
ples, ruins, etc., of this walled city. This 
was followed by a picture of Jerusalem in 
the time of Titus. Next was a map of the 
Holy Land, with a description of its out­ 
lines, its sea coast, harbor, rivers, lakes and 
mountains. The river Jordan, from its 
source to its mouth, traverses a distance of 
only sixty miles in an airline, yet its 
course is so crooked that it is 170 miles in 
length. On 
HIS FIRST TRIP TO PALESTINE 
He with some fifty others upon a Russian 
steamer landed at the historic city of Joppa. 
In this city there are buildings or convents 
presided over by monks, where pilgrims 
and sight-seers are entertained. On their 
arrival they were conducted to one of those 
institutions, warmly welcomed and given 
an excellent supper. When it came fur 
retiring, they were conducted to a small 
room or cell containing a very small bed, 
where they were securely locked in for the 
night, the monk walking off with the key. 
The next morning we were given an excel­ 
lent breakfast, the bread being especially 
good, and the oranges were excellent. This 
is a “ good citrus belt,” the oranges being 
of superior quality, and the choicest selling 
for one cent per dozen. From Joppa they 
took horses and started for the city of Jeru­ 
salem. The incidents en route, the impres­ 
sion made by the first sight of the city, 
etc., were very entertaining. They passed 
through the plains of Sharon, so noted for 
its flowers. Of earthly sights Jerusalem 
ranks first. Athens second, Rome third. 
Jerusalem, the Holy Land, the 
BIRTH PLACE OF OUR SAVIOR, 
Is deas. to the hearts of one-third of our 
race. 
Truly beautiful is Mount Zion. 
Jerusalem is three miles in circumterence, 
and contains a population of from 30,000 
to 40,000 of diflerent nationalities, princi­ 
pally Jews and Mohammedans and some 
Christians. A fine view of Absalom’s pillar 
was next presented. This has stood for 
centuries against the elements, and will 
stand for centuries to come. It stands in 
the valley of Jehoshaphat, ar.d every Jew 
and Christian who passes throws a rock at 
it, showingtheir con tempt for the man who 
proved fals; to his father. Several views of 
the wails of the city, together with those of 
each of the gates, their names, and snatches 
of history connected with Them, followed. 
The wails were built about' 300 years ago, 
are from 40 to 50 feet in bight, and 30 feet 
in width. Many of the stones used in its 
construction were hewn 
IN THE DAYS OF KING SOLOMON, 
And are of enormous size. The most beau­ 
tiful of the four gates to the city is the 
Golden Gate, which is built of marble. 
The Waiting Place of the Jews, the 
next view, is one of great antiqui­ 
ty, and the remarks concerning it 
most interesting. The view was one 
of the very best of the evening, so 
true to life that you could almost imagine 
you could hear the plaiDtive wail and see 
their lips pressing the sacred stones as they 
prayed to the God of Abraham, Isaac anil 
Jacob to restore the city of Jerusalem to 
“ His chosen people.” 
The Jewish Synagogue was next shown 
and described, together with a brief synop­ 
sis of the very meager privilege they enjoy 
in this Mohammedan city. 
The Pool of Siloam, so familiar to Bible 
readers, and the scene of some of our 
Saviour's most wonderful miracles, was 
next presented. Its waters gurgle and 
gush, run at intermittant intervals the 
same to-day as they did 
WHEN CHRIST AND HIS APOSTLES 
Refreshed themselves at its brink nearly 
nineteen centuries ago. This pool of Siloam 
is an object of interest to all who visit the 
Holy Land, and many of the people of that 
Oriental county think it has rare medicinal 
and healing qualities. Groups of the in­ 
habitants were shown ; their dress, habits, 
modes of living, etc., discussed. The Mo­ 
hammedan women wear vails, but the 
Jewesses and Christian ladies do not. The 
Garden of Gethsemane, where the Saviour 
suffered, it contains only about one-third 
of an acre. It is called a garden, because 
in olden times it was a place of public re­ 
sort. The Mohammedan mosque is erected 
on the spot where Solomon* temple stood. 
The Church of the Holy Sepulcher was 
next shown. The interior was very beauti­ 
ful. The lecturer said he learned one thing 
on his trip to the Holy Land, and that 
was to 
RESPECT THE OPINIONS OF OTHERS. 
We should never ridicule anything that is 
sacred to anybody. The tomb where Christ 
is supposed to have been placed is in the 
interior of the Church of the Holy 
Sepulcher. To enter the tomb one must 
get down upon his hands and knees. The 
marble slab upon which His remains are 
supposed to have rested has been kissed in 
part away during centuries past by as lov­ 
ing lips as ever whispered the name of 
Christ. The others views were: “ No 
Cross, no C r o w n “ Rock of Ages;” 
“ Still to Thy Cross I Cling;” “ I Soar to 
Worlds on High;” view in Bethany; 
Rachel’s tomb; Bethlehem; the church 
erected on the spot where Christ was born ; 
group of Mohammedan ladies; female 
head-dresses; view of Hebron ; “ The 
Invalid ; “ Angels Coming to take Her 
Hom e;” “ Good-night.”

The large package of coffee which a Chi­ 
naman named Ah Own was endeavoring 
to sell in the southeastern portion of the 
city, on Tuesday, when officer Farrell ar­ 
rested him on suspicion of his having 
stoltn it, has been identified as the prop­ 
erty of M. A. Howard, proprietor of the 
Eldred House, from which establishment 
Own purloined it. The coat and vest which 
the Celestial was found to have concealed 
beneath his blouse belonged to the cook of 
the Eldred House. 
The firm of Lyon & Curtis, prominent 
commission and produce merchants, closed 
their doors yesterday, having made an as­ 
signment to 11. P. Martin, of the Pioneer 
Box Factory. The liabilities are reported 
to be in the neighborhood of $40,000, while 
the assets form a much smaller amount— 
but just what the sums are is not fully 
known. The firm came to disaster mainly, 
it is said, in consequence of unfortunate 
ventures in Eastern shipments last season, 
and the failure of parties indebted to them. 
On a warrant sworn out by acting Chief 
of Police Farren, officer Farrell yesterday 
arrested Mrs. Fatke—the woman recently 
referred to in the Record-Unios as having 
cruelly beaten her little son by way of 
punishment for his telling untruths. The 
charge against her is misdemeanor— 
cruelty to children. She gave bond imme­ 
diately after arrest, and the case will cotue 
up for hearing this morning. Her friends 
say that if she has treated the boy harshly 
it has been because of her excitability, 
growing out of her using morphine in con­ 
siderable quantity at times to quiet pain. 
Commutations of Sentences. 
The Governor yesterday signed the fol­ 
lowing commutations of sentences : Chas. 
J. Walden, who was convicted of forgery 
and embezzlement at the October termI 
1883, of the Superior Court of San Joaquin 
county, and sentenced to thirteen years 
imprisonment, commuted to six years. 
Recommended by the Board of State Prison 
Directors on the ground that a large num­ 
ber of the most prominent citizens of San 
Joaquin ask for it and say the sentence was 
excessive, Walden having made full resti­ 
tution of the property and pleaded guilty. 
Thomas Righetti, who was sent up from 
San Luis Obispo county in June, 1884, lor 
the crime of burglary, for five years, was 
commuted to three years and four months, 
which, under the Goodwin Act, give him 
his discharge. 
William Dunlap, convicted of burglary 
in San Francisco, September, 1882, and sen­ 
tenced to ten years, was commuted to six, 
which gives him his freedom to-day. it 
was, like the last riamed, recommended by 
the Prison Directors, on the ground of 
faithful and intelligent service to the State 
under Section 34 of the prison statute. 


T h e Stanton M urder.—A dispatch from 
Shasta states that James Coen, James 
Cooper and Homer Kester, all charged 
with the murder ol John B. Stanton in 
PitttRiver valley, on the 28th of May, 1886, 
were on Tuesday last taken before Superior 
Judge Bell, sitting as committing Magis­ 
trate, and their examination set for Janu­ 
ary 10. 1887. It will be remembered that 
on the night of May 28th last, Stanton, a 
farmer—for many years a resident of Sacra­ 
mento—who was general manager of Cox 
it Clarke’s affairs in Shasta county, was 
foully murdered while sitting at his table 
eating his supper, the murderers firing at 
him through the window with a shotgun 
loaded with buckshot and slugs, killing 
him almost instantly. Detective R. B. 
Hall, of Oakland, has been working up 
the case, and has strong evidence against 
the accused. 
Christm as E nterta inm ent.—The chil­ 
dren of St. Paul's Sunday-school will have 
their Christmas entertainment at Turner 
Hail this evening. It will open with a play 
founded on “ Mother Goose,” which will 
be under the management of Misses Lewis, 
Felter and Hinksun.

The case of Oscar 
Blodgett, accused of petit larceny, in steal­ 
ing turkeys in the country and bringing 
them to the city for sale, was. at therequest 
of the defendant, continued and set for 
January Gth. His bond wa3 fixed at $100 
M o r e S l id e s.—The rain Tuesday night 
was so heavy above Delta that ten land­ 
slides occurred between Sotbern's and Mc­ 
Cloud, where the earth of the hillsides isas 
yet quite loose from the effect of the heavy 
blasting done during the construction of 
the road. The slides delayed the south­ 
bound passenger train to such an extent 
that it was five or six houra late in its ar­ 
rival here last evening.

All was quiet Tuesday along the roads of 
the Sutter-streetandG eary-street railroad 
companies. The only eveiit of importance 
was the finding of a quantity of dynam ite 
in the channel of the Gearv-street road, at 
the intersection of Van Ness avenue. 
Deputy Sheriff Crow' attempted to serve 
an attachm ent on Max Green in a IJost- 
strect lodging-house to recover a trunk 
claimed bv a pawnbroker, when Green re­ 
sisted, and in the fight which ensued, it is 
alleged, bit the little finger ot Crow's left 
hand neatly off. 
First-class tickets to New Y'ork were sold 
on Tuesday at $61, the schedule figure be­ 
ing $81. Kmigrant tickets were offered 
verv cheap. It is expected that there will 
be considerable cutting before the week is 
out. The Atlantic and Pacific people deny 
that they have been cutting rates. 
The Coroner has declared his intention 
to hold an inquest during the week on the 
skeletons recovered from the m ud near 
Long Bridge, lie was so highly elated at 
thesensation caused by their discovery that 
he does uot want the m ystery to be interred 
w ith the bones, but is desirous of continu­ 
ing the investigation.

SA N F R A N C IS C O ST O C K SA L E S . 


San Francisco, December 29,1SS6. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
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Senator Vest is of the opinion that Illi­ 
nois will go Democratic at the next elec­ 
tion. 
It is authoritatively denied that E. J. 
Baldwin is about to sell the Santa Anita 
ranch to a French syndicate headed by 
I.eon Say. 
T he President is steadily improving in 
health. H e has not assumed official work, 
however, as his physicians advise him to 
secure as much rest as possible. 
The Nixon Hotel and a large lot of new 
buildings at Greensburg, Pa., were totally 
destroyed by tire yesterday. The Laird 
Hotel was also burned. Loss, $60,000. 
Charles H . Raymond, dealer in supplies 
at 121 Chamber street and 103 Ileade street, 
New York, has made an assignment for 
the benefit of creditors with preferences 
am ounting to $206,000. 
The Chinese quarter in Anaheim has 
been sold to F. Rheum an, and the Chinese 
have been ordered to vacate by February 
1st. The rookeries will be torn down aud 
a handsome brick block will take their 
place. 
M artin Sm ith, aged 21 years, son of 
Jam es Sm ith, a wealthy farm er living near 
Hillsboro, W ashington county, Or., was 
thrown from 
his horse yesterday and 
kicked in the head by the horse. 
His 
skull was fractured and he died in a few 
hours. 
H arvard College receives some $400,000 
by the will of John O. A. W illiams, which 
was filed in the Suffolk county Probate 
Court yesterday'. The estate is left in trust, 
and after the bequest of several legacies, 
when the residue shall have reached $400,­ 
000 it is to be given to the President and 
Fellows of the college. 
E. G. Brown, lessee of Mrs. St. Clair’s 
sheep ranch, near Healdsburg, left the 
ranch two weeks ago and said he was going 
to town to have some clothes repaired. He 
took his horse and carriage, came to Ilealds- 
burg, left the team at a stable, deposited 
$400 in the bank in Mrs. St. Clair’s name, 
since which tim e he has not been seen. 
A bare knuckle prize fight between 
heavy-weight ironworkers, named Baker 
and White, took place on the banks o. the 
Alleghany river at an early hour yesterday 
m orning. Twenty-one rotmds were fought, 
resulting in the defeat of W hite. The mill 
lasted forty-five m inutes, and was pro­ 
nounced one of the bloodiest battles ever 
fought in that vicinity. 


C o n d itio n o f th e W o rk in g m e n . 
There are 200,000 workingmen in New 
Y'ork. The highest average earnings of 
these workers is $7 a week. Numbers earn 
but $5 a week. Thousands are unable, 
with sixteen hours’ work every day, to 
reach the lower amount. The "prices for 
the work they do is miserable almost be­ 
yond belief. Competition both in trade 
and in the labor m arket has wrought this 
state of things, and under the existing con­ 
ditions there is no prospect of better times. 
W ith 
a continual foreign immigration 
which m aintains the supply of unskilled 
and partly skilled female labor, and the 
competition in m anufacturing which com­ 
pels the producer to avail him self of every 
help, the workingwomen are ground as be­ 
tween the upper and the nether millstone, 
and there is no help for them . But it is evi 
dent that society cannot longer tolerate a 
state of things which involves an inhu­ 
m anity that would shame savages ; which 
gives the lie hourly to the assumed Chris­ 
tianity of the nation ; and which not only 
fosters and encourages, but tends to justify 
the feeling of hatred and enm ity toward 
the state and the whole social system so 
menacingly progressive and apparent to­ 
day. As to the gravity of the subject there 
can be no question, and it is becoming 
more serious and more pressing continu­ 
ally. It is literally true that chattel slavery 
never involved such unmitigated suffering 
as a large percentage of the workingwomen 
endure. 
It is not less literally true that 
hum an beings thus chained to the oar can 
by no possibility develop their liigher fac­ 
ulties. They can only he either drudges or 
dangers. They are, in fact, prisoners of 
poverty, and in them the New W orld has 
reproduced the saddest and most deplor­ 
able condition of the old one.—.V. I'. Tri- 
tmnc. 


A Question of Rights. 
The best of the labor journals arc freely 
admitting that m em bership in labor or­ 
ganization should be a purely voluntary 
m atter, and that it is a gross outrage when 
Union men bring any coercion to boar 
upon outsiders; but they m ake the distinc­ 
tion that it is one thing for a m an to re­ 
m ain outside of labor organizations alto­ 
gether, lie cause be prefers to be perfectly 
independent, and qHite another thing to 
desert a Union at a tim e of trial, after hav­ 
ing enjoyed its advantages in days of pros­ 
perity. It is the m an guilty of the latter 
course, they claim, that the Unions will 
boycott. They will brand him wherever 
they meet him, refuse to work with him , 
anri houndhim from employment. 
It is not to be denied that under some 
circumstances the offense may deserve such 
punishm ent. 
But under other circum­ 
stances would it not be a m an’s unques­ 
tionable right to quit the Union, even 
during a strike, and accept for him self in ­ 
dividually any term s that he was satisfied 
to take? Suppose the strike has been or­ 
dered by what he believes to be an irre­ 
sponsible authority, without sufficient rea­ 
son and against his protests? Is it not 
clearly h is right to sever his relations with 
the Union and go his own way without 
incurring other penalties than the loss of 
such advantages as m embership gave him ? 
Public opinion will certainly hold that it 
is, aud Unions that care to retain pnbUc 
confidence should m ake i t a rule to state 
fnllv and exactly, in each particular case, 
the grounds on which they refuse to work 
with non-Union or ex-Union m en. 
Labor 
organizations should be defenders of free­ 
dom .— fieri' ami Wages.

W ell m ay they say :

badge of all our tribe.’’ They are targets 
for all ill-natured flings. They are sup­ 
posed to be disappointed man-seekers, 
whereas m any of them — teachers and 
those engaged in the higher occupations 
especially — subsist in comfortable inde­ 
pendence and pleasureful activity, with no 
desire for the incum brance of a husband. 
Many women m arry for support, foreseeing 
that the evil days will come as the years 
draw nigh when their parental protectors 
will be taken from them : aud often, not 
loving the m an they wed. m entally utter 
the protest, “ My poverty, but not my will, 
consents.’’ 
But self-supporting women can afford to 
await real love, or else stay single all their 
days. 
There is no comparison between 
their reposeful, affluent natures ami those 
of the many inconsequent, irrational, friv­ 
olous m arried women with 
attenuated 
hearts and empty heads. 
Of course, there 
are m onolithic females, of sharp outline 
and spectral visage, among the old maids, 
who could put to flight the arm ies of the 
aliens; but they are the exceptions to the 
rule. There are shrews among them , too, 
as among other classes of women ; but we 
are constantly reducing the average. 
Like 
Othello, their occupation’s gone. 
Men can 
find more than the comforts of a home in a 
club and cafe, and can escape from the
